Keep the presses rolling 

Today’s issue of the McGill Daily has over five pages of 
advertisements in it. Yet even with this much of the issue 
sold to advertisers, the paper is almost $100 short of break- 
ing even between printing costs and revenue. 

The staff of the paper were forced to drop three news sto- 
ries, several letters to the editor, and a Hyde Park. It doesn’t 
have to be this way. 

The student representatives to the Daily' s Board of Direc- 
tors, who are elected campus- wide to oversee the paper’s 
finances, are asking McGill students to support a 500 per 
semester increase in fees paid to the McGill Daily. 

This will not only ensure that McGill students get more 
journalism and fewer ads, it will prevent the paper from ac- 
cumulating a deficit over the course of this year. 

Unlike other student organizations which have had nu- 
merous fee increases, the amount students pay for the Daily 
has not increased in over twelve years. Inflation has forced 
the Daily to print the highest number of ads of any student 
publication in Canada. 

The upcoming Daily referendum is crucial for McGill 
students and their independent newspaper. The many serv- 
ices the Daily offers are at stake. 

In addition to solid campus coverage, the Daily provides 
the only independent and open forum for McGill students to 
air their views. Unlike other campus publications, the Daily 
is a corporation owned by all students. It is thus in our 
interests, as students, to keep it from financial ruin. 

The recommended fee increase represents a mere fraction 
of the rise in inflation. But the Daily is efficient. Fifty cents 
more will not only prevent further deterioration and col- 
lapse, it will help restore the paper and guarantee its many 
campus services.

Nuke-free hearings

Last Thursday, various groups in 
Montreal voiced their concerns 
over the city’s Nuclear Weapons 
Free Zone proposal before the 
committee members who wrote it. 

This meeting reflected the 
MCM’s on-going program ol 
public consultation on civic issues. 

The groups represented different 
peace and workers' organizations 
in the city. Their presentations rc- 
flcctcd a general concern dial al- 
though the policy Zone Libre 
d'Armcments Nucléaires (ZLAN) 
was a positive step, its scope was 
too narrow. 

Project Ploughshares representa- 
tives argued that the project should 
mention SDI (Strategic Defence 
Initiative) as well as the use of 
Montreal ports by ships carrying 
uranium. Most of the uranium that 
comes into Montreal is illegally 
mined in Namibia, as well as highly 
dangerous. 

In response to this, the committee 
said: “The mandate for the ZLAN 



policy covered only nuclear weap- 
ons; therefore our program does not 
include non-nuclear systems such 
as SDI or nuclear related products 
that are not armament specific 
(such as uranium)." 

The Confédération des syndicats 
nationaux (CS N) echoed Project 
Ploughshares’ concerns. "Maybe 
Montréal should consider a policy 
ofZLAP.ZoncLibrcd’Armcir.cnLs 
Point,” said one of its representa- 
tives. TlieCSN also argued that the 
program should specifically ad- 
dress workers’ concerns. Ils repre- 
sentatives agreed with members ol 
the Conseil du travail de Montréal 
(CTM). "Employment put al risk 
by this proposal should be pro- 
tected,” said one CSN speaker. 

She added, “It is a myth that mili- 
tary development creates employ- 
ment. It creates considerably less 
employment than civil develop- 
ment.” 

Consequently, the CSN urged the 
City of Montreal to implement a 
policy of economic conversion into

“We have todevelopa new politi- 
cal movement, one that be made 
ideologically understandable and 
one that is based on class interests 
— the interests of working people 
and the poor.” 

Those were the words of Bernard 
Saunders, mayor of Burlington, 
Vermont and this year’s recipient 
of the Anne G. Bailey Human 
Rights Award, as he spoke to a 
small crowd at the Noel Ficldhousc 
Auditorium on Thursday, a speech 
sponsored by McGill llillcl. 

It has passed into historical leg- 
end that Saunders won his first 
campaign for mayor of Burlington 
in 1981 by a mere twelve votes. 
Running as an Independent Social- 
ist, he opposed both Republican 



and Democratic candidates and has 
since defended his post in an elec- 
tion last March where he captured 
55% of the vote. 

Speaking in a thunderous style 
reminiscent of the labour leaders 
of the 1930s, Saunders delivered a 
scathing critique of the American 
political system, which he sees as 
dominated by the interests of a 
wealthy elite, and called for a new 
movement of class-based politics 
to redistribute wealth and power in 
the United States. 

"In the United States we have a 
two party political system. Many of 
us believe that neither party is ca- 
pable of representing die workers 
and the poor, 'flic Republicans and 
the Democrats represent the ruling 
class and the |ieoplc who own this 
country," he said. 



The lack of choice between the 
parties has led to apathy among the 
electorate, said Saunders, pointing 
out that only 50% of those eligible

even bother to vote in national elec- 
tions. 

“If you have half your voters not 
voting, that's one problem. But if 
you look at it dcmographically, you 
notice immediately that the over- 
whelming majority of poor and 
working people don ’ t vote. They 're 
not even registered to vole... From 
the point of view of those who run 
the country, it's a good thing that 
poor people don’t vote. It serves 
their interests." 

Saunders was especially critical 
of the role of the media — espe- 
cially television — in American 
politics, claiming that it has re 
duccd political conflict to personal- 
ity conflict 

“You don’t have ideological dif- 
ferences anymore, that’s an out- 
moded concept We have a battle of 
the media consultants. Most people 
get their perceptions of candidates 
from thirty second television ads... 
If people ask me to explain an issue 
on television, I have to talk in ways 
that can translate into twenty-five 
seconds on TV. Most people can't 
do that. Ronald Reagan can and 
that’s why he’s president.” 

Saunders is also concerned about 
corporate control of mass media. 
“One of the serious problems we 
have is that small media corpora- 
tions arc being gobbled up by larger 
and larger ones. Some people arc 
predicting that in five to ten years 
there will be between five and 
seven corporations that control vir- 
tually all of the world’s media... 
You also have newspaper chains 
like Gannett that own ninety news- 
papers.’’ 

It is a convergence of all these 
factors, said Saunders, the control 
of the media and political system by 
a wealthy elite, that has obscured 
the reality of social injustice in the 
U.S. 

“Many of us believe that housing 
is a right. But not only arc there 
three million people living on the 
street... but you have a situation 
where tens of thousands of people 
arc paying thirty, fourty, even fifty 
per cent of ihcir income for hous- 
ing. 

“We believe it is a right for people t 
to be healthy. And yet, we arc one of 
two nations, the other being South 
Africa which should tell you some- 
thing, that docs not have a national • 
health care system. We have pri- 
vate enterprise health care in the 
U.S... Many of our elderly people 
have to decide whether to buy the 
food they need or the prescription 
drugs they need. It's a horrendous 
situation. 

“Many of these things were bad 
before Reagan, but under Re- 
aganomics things have gotten 
worse. The rich arc gelling richer, 
the poor. arc getting poorer and die 
middle class is shrinking,” said 
Saunders. 

But Saunders is hopeful that 
change can be brought to the U.S. 
“We are not a poor country. We can 
solve these problems. Our job is to 
organize people into a political 
party, not the Republicans, but a 
third party... Tire U.S. should be a 
progressive force in the world. 
Unfortunately, we are among the 
leaders of the reactionary move- 
ment." 



What’s really under your bed

Take a deep breath of downtown 
air. Well, if you thought that was 
bad, wail until you find out what is 
in the air inside your own home. 

According to an article by A.V. 
Nero of the Building Ventilation 
and Indoor Air Quality program at 
the University of California at 
Bcrkcly the “concentration of or- 
ganic chemicals in homes or offices 
arc often a hundred to a thousand 
limes higher titan outdoors, and 
airborne radioactivity in homes is 
more significant by far than that 
released from nuclear power 
plants.” 

It is well-known dial building in- 
teriors arc significant causes of 
exposure to combustion gases and 
organics such as formaldehyde 
from pressed wood products. 
However, it may be suprising to 
find dial significant (that means 
scary) exposures to radiation Like 
place in die home. This is due to the 
presence of radium in ordinary soil ' 
and rock. 

When radium (found in the soil) 
decays it produces radon, a gas 
which can be transported through 
the air within the soil to both out- 
door as well as indoor environ- 
ments. The radon further decays 
into several isotopes which, if in- 
haled, can attach to the linings of 
the lungs where they emit harmful 
radiation. 
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Average indoor concentrations of 
radon arc high enough to cause a 
risk of lung cancer significantly 
higher dian the average risk caused 
by cigarette smoke. According to 
Nero, it is typical to have a one in 
500 chance of contracting lung 
cancer during one’s lifetime due to 



radon in one’s own home. 

This risk is high enough to consti- 
tute a significant part of the lung 
cancer rate. To make matters 
worse, cigarette smoke and radon 
may act syncrgistically to cause 
even more lung cancer dcadis. 



Unfortunately dicrc is very little 
that can be done by die individual to 
determine whedicr or not he/shc 
lives in an area with high radon 
concentration. 

Air cleaners and good ventilation 
can help. Keep those windows 
open.

Feminist political theory 

This year the department of Political Science at McGill lias taken the unusual step 
of offering a one semester course in feminist theory at the 400 level. This course is 
being taught by a visiting professor and there is no guarantee that such a course will 
be offered in the future. In fact, considering that there are no professors on staff who 
arc cither prepared to teach a course in feminist issues or even well enough informed 
to do so, the prospects of having a course offered in the future arc indeed slim. 

While neither the professors nor the department as a whole seem particularly 
interested in starting up permanent courses in fern inist issues, this is not the case for 
students. A petition being passed around in Political Science classes that addresses 
the need for such courses has drawn over 300 signatures to date. This petition calls 
for the establishment of two permanent courses in feminist issues, one at the 300 
level, and the other at the 400 level. 

The Political Science department stands alone at McGill in its refusal to offer 
courses addressing feminist issues. Virtually all other departments in the Arts 
faculty offer at least one course integrating feminist approaches and theories, and 
these have proved popular. In addition, the department stands alone vis à vis the 
Political Science departments of most other Canadian universities who have added 
feminist issues to the curriculum. 

Feminist theory makes up an important body of critical literature today in the field 
of political theory, and it has for too long been ignored in the courses at McGill. * 
Now is the time to take action. Two positions for associate professors in the 
poliucal science department are currently up for grabs. It is imperative that one of 
these positions go to someone' qualified to teach feminist issues courses. It’s also 
an opportune time to get a woman hired into a department that is both predomi- 
nantly male-staffed and focused on male issues

Occupational therapy exhibition 

The occupational therapy students at McGill University arc holding an exhibition 
to promote awareness of their profession. 

An Occupational Therapist is part of a team of professionals who help people back 
on the road to recovery after accident or illness of a physical or psychiatric nature. 

A complete picture of who the patient is and wants to be is developed: the approach 
taken by the Occupational ,Thcrapist (OT) js holistic. The person’s mental, physical 
and social abilities give the OT the framc*work to work with and build upon. 

There are many activities of daily life that people take for granted (brushing our 
teeth, feeding ourselves, answering the phone, walking) which present enormous 
difficulties to the handicapped. The role of the OT is to build upon the remaining 
skills of the patient, by using daily activities in working towards independence. 

The OT also assists the elderly by providing the physical structures which make 
life easier around the home. These can be modifications such as changing the height 
of cupboard shelves/ in the kitchen, to building rampways and hand rails. OTs arc 
as much versed in ergonomics as they are in the social, psychological and 
psychomotor fields. 

Some aspects of an OT’s work with children include learning disabililes, devel- 
opmental deficits, and physical disabilities. Therefore an integral knowledge of 
child development provides the basis for programs that will assist the child to adjust 
to the demands of school and society. 

The diversity of the field will be further illustrated with many more examples 
during the first national Occupational Therapy week from October 26th to the 30th, 
1987. 

The Occupational Therapy faculty and students extend a welcome and invitation 
to all to visit an exhibition in the Student Union building from 9h00 to 16h00 daily 
during this week.

the Management Undergraduate 
Socicy, we would ask students to 
consider the ramifications of these 
amendments. 

1 . There will no longer be a guar- 
antee of undergraduate representa- 
tion on Students’ Council. Con- 
ceivably, 21 of 32 Council mem- 
bers, or 66% of the Council, could 
be graduate students, whereas 
graduates represent only 25% of the 
student body. 

2. A precedent has been set where 
undergraduate societies arc not 
consulted, when their constitutions 
arc affected by negotiations which 
Student Society carries out. 

3. Possibly, undergraduate socie- 
ties lose their voices on Student 
Council. 

We encourage all undergraduate 
students to vote NO on Wednesday, 
October 28th, and Thursday, Octo- 
ber 29th, to amendments A through 
F and to contact your undergradu- 
ate student societies for more infor- 
mation.

Educational relations 



VANCOUVER (CUP) — Sessional English instructors struggling 
to form a union at the University of British Columbia will be the first 
labour group to face the arbitration board set up under die controver- 
sial Industrial Relations Act (Bill 19), passed diis summer. 

UBC’s English Language Institute instructors arc being forced to 
battle die university administration as well as the new Industrial 
Relations Council in their attempt to form a collective bargaining 
unit, according to an instructor at die institution. 

The instructors want to form die English Language Institute Ses- 
sional Instructors’ Associaüon (ELISIA) as an affiliate of the Col- 
lege-Institute Educators’ Associaüon, so they can negodate higher 
pay and better working conditions. 

The instructors, all hired on temporary contracts, arc paid about 
half the “industry standard” and don’t receive medical or dental 
benefits, said instructor Loric Lee McArthur. 



Can’t bottle the strike 



SAINT JOHN (CUP) — Striking employees at dircc New Brun- 
swick bottling plants are asking students in the Maritimes to boycott 
Coca Cola products. 

“The only way they can win the strike is to put as much economic 
pressure as we can on the company," said Dave Brown, the shop 
steward for Local 1065 of the Retail Wholesale and Department 
Store Union (RWDSU). 

Workers in Saint John, Moncton and Edmunston walked out May 
28 to save seniority provisions in their contract. 

The strikers say die boycott is already working. Major food chains 
in New Brunswick, with ihccxception of Sobey ’s, arc not promodng 
Coke. Distributors in Bathurst, New Brunswick, Halifax, and Cape 
Breton arc buying their supplies elsewhere. 

An industry spokesperson said other soft drink companies aren’t 
increasing production loads. 

“The boycott hasn’t hurt (compeütors) — but they certainly didn’t 
go out and lake advantage. I f the shoe was on the other foot, we’d like 
to think thcrc’d be no mud-slinging from the ether side." 

According to RWDSU officials, shipments to the Saint John plants 
have fallen from a high of ten or 15 loaded trailers a week to six. 

“We see the boycott being effective. We feel we can win — they 
cannot continue to operate this way,” said union rcprcscnladvc 
George Vair. 



Business and education 



OTTAWA (CUP) — Canada’s Business community’s lack of 
commitment to education is appalling, says Ontario NDP leader Bob 
Rae. 

He said companies shouldn’t gripe about die equality of graduates 
if they aren’t prepared to make a contribuüon to the educational 
system. 

“When you look at their record of charitable donaüons, it’s 
appalling in comparison to most other parts of die world,” he said. 

Rae also called for government intervendon to help address the 
lack of affordable housing for students. 

“The only way to deal with the housing crisis is for the public sector 
to get into the business of building houses again.” He added that 
government does not spend or invest money in housing because it’s 
afraid of interfering with the private sector. 

Reflecting on the changes on campus since he was involved in 
student government, Rae said there’s now an “atmosphere of ‘me 
too’. Students aren’t as interested in rebelling against the establish- 
ment,” he said.
